time the British, French and Dutch 
governments 
notified 
the 
Carranza 


government that in the event confts- 
catory measures were put into eltect 
they "would be obliged to protest their 
own interests." 
This resulted in a 


modification of the decree of confisca-. 
tion. 


Article 27 of the new Mexican con- 


stitution is the center of the dispute. 
Three decrees have been issued under 
its provisions, imposing conditions on 
the oil companies which the regard as 
confiscation.

ticle provides That ownership of all 
petroleum is vested in the nation; that 
only Mexicans by right of birth or 
naturalization have the right to ac- 
quire the ownership in lands, waters 
or mineral fuels in the Republic, but 
that the government may grant the 
same right to foreigners, if they agree 
to be considered and treated as Mexi- 
cans and waive all right of protection 
from 
their home governments, for-

It is evident that tho economic war 


which will surely follow the military 
conflict is to he conducted with all 
the Ingenuity the several nations can 
devise, each competing against all the 
others.

Davlson, chairman of the war council, 
said in part: 


"Since the beginning of the war, 


you of the chapters have co-operated 
with the war council In conducting 
two war fund drives and one member- 
ship drive, in addition to the campaign 
on behalf of the Junior Red Cross. 
The total actual collections to date 
from the first war fund have amount- 
ed to more than 
$115.000,000. 
The 


subscriptions to the second war fund 
have amounted to upwards of $176.- 
000.000. 
From membership dues the 


collections have amounted to approx- 
imately $24.500,000. 


"To the foregoing must be added 


that very large contributions of ma- 
terials and limo given hy the millions 
of women throughout the country. For 
the period up to July 1, 1918, Amer- 
ican Red Cross chapters, through their 
workrooms had produced: 490,120 re- 
fugees' garments; 
7,123,621 
hospital 


supplies; 10.7S6.-1S9 
hospital 
garm- 


ents; 10,134,501 knitted articles; 192.- 
74S.107 surgical dressings; a total *t 
221,252,838 articles—of an estimated 
aggregate value of at least ?44,OOG,- 
000. 


"These articles 
were largely the 


product of worn en's hands, and, by 
the same token, infinitely more pre- 
cious than could have been the output 
of factories or machines. 
These ar- 


ticles going to the operating rooms 
of hospitals, to homeless or needy re- 
fugees, and carrying comfort to our 
boys in the field, convey a message 
of love from the women of this coun- 
try entirely distinct from the Kreat 
money value attaching to their handIT 
work. 


"By the terms under which the first 


Red Cross war fund was raised, the 
chapters were entitled to retain 25 
per cent of the amount collected, in 
order to defray local expenses, to 
carry on their homo service work, to 
purchase materials to be utilized in 
chapter production and otherwise W 
meet the numerous calls made upon 
them. The chapters were thus entitled 
to retain nearly $29,000,000. 
As a 


matter of fact, their actual retentions 
amounted to only about 522,000,00^ 
Out of collections from annual mem- 
berships, the chapters have retained 
about $11,000,000. 


"From this total sum, therefore, of 


533,000,000 retained by the chapters 
they have met all the oftentimes very 
heavy local demands upon them, and 
in addition have provided for use by 
national headquarters products valued 
at upwards of $44.000,000. • 


"The chapters have in effect 
re- 


turned to the war council, not alone 
the 533,000,000 retained out of the war 
fund and membership dues but. in 
value of actual -product, an additional 
contribution of at least $11,000,000. 


"It will thus be seen that during the 


IS months which have elapsed since 
the United States entered the vrar, the 
American people will have either paid 
in or pledged to the American lied 
Cross for its work of relief through- 
out the world, in money or in ma- 
terial values, net total of at least $325,- 
000,000.

"This outpouring of generosity 
jn 


material things has been accompanied 
by a spontaneity in the giving, by an 
enthusiasm and a devotion in the do- 
ing", which, after all, are greater and 
bigger than could be anything meas- 
ured in terms of time or dollars. 


"It has been because of this spirit 


which has pervaded all American Red 
Cross effort in this war that the aged 
governor of one of the stricken and 
battered provinces of France stated, 
not long since, that, though France 
had long known of America's great- 
ness, strength and enterprise, it re- 
mained for the American Red Cross in 
this war to reveal America's heart. 


"In this country, at this moment, 


the workers of the Red Cross through 
its chapters, aro helping to add to the 
comfort and health of the millions of 
our soldiers in 102 camps and can- 
tonments, as well as of those traveling 
on railroad trains or embarking on 
ships for duty overseas.

poultry, eggs, butter and other produce 
to make clear to the shippers just how 
his goods will he sold. 


Licensees act in either one or the 


other of two capacities. 
They are 


agents who sell for their shipper on 
commission or they are actual purchas- 
ers for their own account. 
Some ul 


them are engaged in both lines of bus- 
iness, and the shipper Is often at a 
loss to know whether the receiver has 
bought the goods for his own trade 
or sold them to some one else. 
In 


such a case there is the possibility 
that the price realized would not ^e 
so high as when sold on a competitive 
market. The food administration now 
requires a receiver to give detailed 
information to the shipper regarding 
the disposal of his consignment, .so 
that he may judge whether or not he 
Cured His RUPTURE 


has received the- beat treatment pos- 
sible. 
When he buys the goods out- 


right he must not use any expression 
in reporting to the consignor that 
would tend to give the impression that 
the sale had been a commission trans- 
action. 
The expression "net return

By this action the food administra-

dent's answer to Germany struck a 
popular chord here tonight. It is con- 
sidered clear cut and positive without 
being harsh. 


Leaders of Congress interpret it to 


mean that the president will come to 
no agreement with the War l-ords of 
Germany, and that any armistice must 
be based on terms submitted by Gen 
Koch.

break off conversation with the Ger- 
man leaders and shut the door to any 
peace plan short of a surrender in 
their faces, but the more conservative 
congressmen believe that he did right 
in holding out a promise to the Ger- 
man people.

It declared that " the United 
states cannot acquiesce in any pro- 
cedure ostensibly or nominally in the 
form of taxation or the exerecise of 
eminent domain, but really resulting 
in confiscation and arbitrary depriva- 
tion of vested rights." 
At the same 


time the British, French and Dutch 
governments 
notified 
the 
Carranza 


government that in the event confls- 
catory measures were put into effect 
they "would be obliged to protest their 
own interests." 
This resulted in a 


modification of the decree of confisca- 
tion. 


Article 27 of the new Mexican con- 


stitution Is the center of the dispute. 
Three decrees have been issued under 
its provisions, imposing conditions on 
the oil companies which the regard as 
confiscation. The 
constitutional

ticle provides that ownership of all 
petroleum is vested In the nation; that 
only Mexicans by right of birth or 
naturalization have the right to ac-

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GERMANY PLANS TRADE WAR 
As a result of the war the South 


American republics have all rallea in 
Una with the United Slates and al- 
most entirely in full sympathy with its 
policies. 
Before the war several of 


them regarded the United States with 
suspicion and felt that the Monroe 
doctrine was maintained chiefly for 
the benent of this country, although 
in reality it protected the small states 
of South America from foreign ag- 
gression. 


If the war should end at the present 


time, the prospect would be that these 
South American countries would feel 
disposed to trade with the 
United 


States 
in 
preference to any other 


country. 
Before the war. they gave 


a large part of their trade to Ger- 
many; but the trade mark "Made in 
Germany" will no longer have any at- 
traction for them or for their people 
although of many nationalities. 
On 


the contrary, such a brand upon com- 
mercial products will be a handicap 
for many years in almost any part 
of the world outside of the central 
powers. Germany already realizes this 
fact and is devising deep laid plans 
to secure the trade of the South Amer- 
ican countries under a species of de- 
ception. She has established a great 
German bank in Spain which is to 
have a. branch in every South Ameri- 
can country. 
German goods will be 


'shipped to these countries and sold 
under a Spanish name and the various 
branches of the 
German 
bank 
in 


Spain, ostensibly Spanish, will finance 
the transactions. 
This is a char- 


acteristic scheme by which Germany 
hopes to hold the trade 
ot 
South 


• American countries against all oppo- 


sition. 
She intends to use the pow- 


er of Spanish influence in 
South 


America as a bait to sell her goods. 


It is evident that the economic war 


which will surely follow the military 
conflict is to be conducted with all 
the ingenuity the several nations can 
devise, each .competing against all the 
others. The United States would make 
but poor use of her facilities and her 
opportunities i£ she allowed herself to 
be outdone by any European nation in 
winning the trade of the South Amer- 
ican countries. It is not too soon to 
begin planning to meet this competi- 
tion. The United States must have a 
bank in each of these countries and 
should also have agents stationed in 
each to look after our commercial in- 
terests in a more effective manner than 
was ever before attempted. 


It would appear from this phase of 


Hun trickery, that Germany does not 
yet consider herself beaten. How does 
she know whether she will have any 
merchant marine after 
this war is 


over? 
If the military authorities of 


the entente decide 
that 
Germany's 


navy and her merchant marine shall 
be divided up pro rata among the al- 
lied nations in lieu of their losses 
by submarines, then Germany will not 
have much 
opportunity to compete 


with other nations for trade in South 
America, or anywhere else, except so 
far as she can conduct her export 
trade in foreign bottoms. 


This phase of the situation must 


appeal strongly to the allied powers 
as showing what Germany might do 
after the war if her powers of evil 
were not restricted. 
It is true that 


Germany is financially bankrupt, that 
her man power is depleted, but the 
fact remains that the ravages of wai 
have not reached German 
territory. 


Her recuperation after the war, will 
therefore, be very much more rapid 
than that of France, Belgium or even 
Italy. 
These 
countries 
especially 


France and Belgium, will require many 
years to recover from the ruthless 
destruction worked by Germany. After 
the war, it appears, that 
Germany 


means to use Sweden, Holland and 
Spain as agencies through which to 
carry out her designs in foreign trade 
and commerce. 
Whether she will be 


able to pursue her usual underhand 
intrigue, will depend largely upon thf 
conditions of peace, and. the league o 
nations to be formed a.t the close 01 
the war for the purpose of maintain- 
ing peace and enforcing justice in ai 
international disputes.

unrecog- 


nizable, 


Maj. Hodson of the British army had 


charge of the demonstration. 
There 


wore two gun crews and 
two guns 


from each Machine Gun Battalion used 
and one gun and one crew frdW each 
Machine Gun company attached to the 
Infantry regiments; in all 10 guns. 


Maj. Gen. McCain, Brig. Gen. John 


N. Hodges and Brig. Gen. Woodward, 
with all the other stuff and field 
offi- 


cers who are 
attending the 
school, 


were present. It was o£ interest to note, 
too, that there* were among these offi- 
cers, veterans of America's part in the 
world war from the time the first en- 
gineer regiment made a name for itself 
In Franco up to tho episode at Fere- 
en-Tardcnois, in which the Americans 
also figured; so that many of th'e offi- 
cers didn't see anything 
that 
they 


haven't already seen on the battlefields 
of France. 


Proce2urc at the Range 


To start things off, the gun crews, 


under ScrgL Major Lovell of the Brit- 
ish 
instructors, 
demonstrated 
the 


rapidity with which they 
could dis- 


mantle and reassemble such a compli- 
cated piece of machinery as a Brown- 
ing machine gun. They showed them- 
SO.IVPS to be ably trained. 


Then came the firing. First the gun- 


ners demonstrated what Is known as 
"ranging fire." which is direct lire, the 
target being visible to 
the 
gunners. 


Then they started traversing fire, and 
bullets are sprayed back, and forth, 
much in the same manner as one would 
play a garden hose. 


Targets which from a distance look 


very much like a human 
being were 


profusely scattered along the trenches 
opposite the firing positions. The tar- 
gets are operated by soldiers who He 
concealed under ground .and "^worked 
them by means of ropes and pulleys. 


The "enemy" was made to disappear 


and reappear by Hubert G. Cox of 
46 


Adams street, Everett and Albert Wil- 
helm. a Belgian, whose home is at 22 
Leroy street, Dorchester. It was their 
job to make the targets as hard as 
possible for the gunners to hit.

came the enfilading fire, in which whole 
groups of the "enemy"

down like the proverbial grass.
